I should say

that it was due to Russia's fear that complica-

tions In the Far East are likely to lead to that
outbreak of hostilities which has been looked

Into that conflict Whatever Its origin may be.
you csu rest assured that its object Is for the
benefit or Russia."

" According to common report Russia has
for several years been Improving her finances.
Is she not yet In condition to enable her to en-

ter upon a war If necessary 7"
Nobody outside knows," the official replied,

"just what the financial condition of Russia is.
That Information Is kept scrupulously within
the knowledge of her own officials. My belief
is that she Is burdened with a debt hopelessly
beyond her present ability to provide for, a

" Will the proposal affect the United Btatos ?"
" I do not think so, was tho answer. " We

are not, as ret, seriously concerned regarding
the expenditures for the military and naval
establishments of the country, and the propo-
sition could have no reasonable application to
our condition. Whatever may be the cost of
the war and of thu responsibilities subsequent
thereto. I am satisfied that In ten years from
now there will be no vestige of it remaining.

ing Universal Peace.
Washinoton. Aug. 20 A diplomat attached

to the Legation of one of tho powers most
deeply Interested in the proposition to put an
end to progressive development of the present
armaments of the world talked freely to The
Buk correspondent about Count Muravieff's
communication. He said:

" It is a startling proposition and may prove
to be ooo of the great events of history. Wn
cannot question the sincerity of the Czar. Thu
time ana manner of it making are significant
of his earnest purpose. And although diplomats
generally will. 1 judge, be skeptical of its fullll-men- t,

It must be remembered that the Russians
have proved themselves, especially of late,
a practical people, and their present ruler
nor a weaver of idle dream. Neither is the
proposition Inconsistent with the past policy
of Nicholas and his rather. For a long
time back, all authoritative statements of the
Russian policy, whether coming from high
ouroea or low. have consistently gone to

her assurances that In reaching outfonflrm where her actions have been
regarded as most menacing, her real object
was not territorial aggrandizement, but the ac-
quisition of what Is vitally necessary to her
commercial development, an open, e

port in the south." In considering the possibility of the attain-
ment of tho purpose sot forth In Count Mura-vlefT'-

note, it must be borne In mind that
the Cxar would hardly take such a step
without sounding at least some of the
other powers beforehand. It Is already con-
fidently asserted that Germany was ap-
proached, and it Is fair to assume that
not only have the views of France and Great
Britain been ascertained, but that some assur-
ances ol International support have been re-
ceived. In a matter ol such gravity not even
the Gear could afford to move alone." It Is after all a matter for Russia, Germany
and France to decide. The others would be
only too glad of the permission or the oppor-
tunity to reduce the enormous expenditures,
which in some cases are sucking the very life
blood of the nation. Every one knows how
ausjrnlc Italy and especially Spain have already
become, following the Increases lu taxutlon
and the transfer of more ana more men from
the producing to the consuming class. Austria.
too. would give much to be relieved from the
burden that is crushing her. Already bankrupt.
he is faced by curtain disruption of

her empire when the great Francis
Josepii die, and is still further weakened
by the stralu of keeping the peace in ll.nnia
and Herzegovina. Japan' Interests, too. are
in assured peace. The increases in armament
which she has made since the war with China
have lieen pnrely detonsive.

"We see from what is being said In the Eng-
lish press where she considers that her Inter-
ests lie. There must Indeed be a special wel-
come and augury to her in the making of auch
a proposition by Russia at a time when the
relation between the two are as strained as
thev are now.

" The obstacle to be overcome In bringing
about general disarmament are great ; to most,
Perhaps, they will appear Insuperable Perhaps
the greatest ut that which the London Simula ,1

points out. the difficulty of finding a ra-
tio for military and naval nations. Then,
too, It would be necessary for the notions to
constitute some sort of an International police
tribunal and maintain a sufficient force to pun-
ish refractory members among themselves.
But It la evident that the Czar thinks he sees a
way.

" Of course the time has not yet come when
the nations can hope to get along without war.
But If the Czar's hope is realized it would be
possible to confine the fighting to uncivilized
trll But whnteverth outcome, the proposi-
tion is of absorbing, almost startling. Interest,
and Its results will be Watched for with the
keenest anticipation."

DEWEY IS NOT COMING.

HIS RKtPOSMK TO THK NAVT DAT- -
lARTMKSrSORHKR WA mFFKVTtVR.

Nothing Has Been Keelited Ipen Regarding
His Reqaest for an Increase of If is Fleet

flea. Merrltt Ordered to Pari With-
out Consultation with 8eretary Alger.

WAiHiNOTO. Aug. 39 Admiral Dewey' re-

sponse to tha orders of tho Navy Department
to hold himself in readiness to return here by

the quickest route for the punose of confer-
ring with President HcKinloy on the Philippine
question wa effective. Asaiatant Secretary
Allen ssld this afternoon. In reply tn a question
on the subject :

"Admiral Dewey Is not coming to Washing-

ton."
The Assistant Secretary declined to discuss

the Admiral' request for an increase of the
strength of hi fleet by the addition of a battle-
ship and an armored cruiser, and would not
say whether or not the request had yet been
received. He did say that no orders had been
Issued lor the despatch or any additional ves-

sel to Manila. It waa rumored about the de-

partment that the Oregon and the Brooklyn
would be (out to Admiral Dewey, but
there was no foundation for tho report
other than tho understanding which has pre-

vailed for some weeks that additional force
would be sent tothe Philippine. Thl proposi-

tion was uudor discussion before Secretary
Long left for his vacation, but nothing had then,
nor haa anything yet, been decided upon.

Admiral Dewey's force at Manila has been
depleted by the departure ol the Olympla

and the Raleigh for Hong Kong, where they
will be docked for cleaning and repairs. Hla
flag Is now hoisted on the Baltimore. There
was a question raised to-d- a to whether,
while the armistice was pending, the fleet nt
Manila could be strengthened without violat-

ing the construction given by international
law and usage of the effect of an armlatice.
Lieut. -- Col. Clous. Assistant Judge Advocate
General, one of the best authorities In the
United States upon military and International
law. disposed of that.

"Either portyto an armistice, ho said, may
do anything while It is In existence that It
could nave done prior thereto, and which the
enemy could not have prevented, except that It
may not engage in hostilities. Spain could not
have prevented the journey of bnttleshlps and
cruisers to Manila: therefore the United States
may send them now. The transfer or troops,
such ns is going on at present between the
United States and Cuba and Porto Rico, Is
perfectly legitimate during an armistice. No
criticism can he raised against strengthening
our force either iij nru or land."

Secretary Alger told 0 reporter ot Tnr. St'N
this artornoon thnt be had learned that Gen.
Merrltt would leave Manila tor Paris this week.
Tho Secretary did not know earlier in tho day
that Gen. Merrltt had received Instructions to
do this, for tho orders did not go through the
War Department, and evidently were sent
directly by tho President during Secretary
Alger's absence from Wshlngton. The Secre-
tary added jokingly that perhaps Gen. Merrltt
was going to Paris to get married.

The order for Gen. Merrltt to proceed to Paris
from Manila to confer with the Peace Commis-
sioners doubtless had lu origin in the discus-
sions of the Cabinet over tho forms ot the pro-
tocol with Spain. It was decided then, In view
ol the lack ot Information on the subject
and In accordance with the views of tho
President, that tho future of tho Philip-
pine Islands bo left to the determination
of the commission : that no satisfactory nor in-
telligent conclusion could then be reached con-
cerning them. Pending tho meeting ol the
commission It was suggested that Gen. Merrltt.
from the toree under hlscommand, could select
men capable of making a complete investiga-
tion of the conditions prevailing in tho Philip-
pines and what would lie Best tor thorn.
As to the political situation and necessities.
Gou. Merrltt and Admiral Dowey could re-
port from their observation. This Informa-
tion, or a part of it at least. Gnu. Morritt will
take to Paris with him and give to the Commis-
sioners for their guidance.

As evidence that the Administration has
by no means decided to yield control ol the
islands, either to Hpaln or any othor power,
and that the Peace Commissioners have re-
ceived no Instructions to that end, it may be
said that Secretary Wilson has Instructed Prof.

THR REPORTER SATS THE RKCORDS
REAR OVT HIS FORMER MTORT.

The ileneral, Alan lie Hays, Will stand by the
Interview In Which He Was Reported
as Having rritlelted Alger- -" He Has
Simply 1'rertpltated the Avalanrhe."

Kansas Citt. Mo.. Aug. 2 J. D. Whelpley.
whose Intorvlew with tlen. Miles branded a In-

correct many statements made by Secretary
Alger, and specified Instatrcrs In which offi-

cial despatches had boon mutilated and gar-
bled, telegraphs ns follows to his paper y

from New Y'ork, where ho has just arrived :

"I feel confident that tlen. Mllos will stand
by the Interview referred to. Ho Is vory pol-

itic man at times, buthe Is no coward. This
Is not the first tlmo ho has talked freely and
frankly when It would havo better served his
Personal advantnge to have remained silent.

"My talk with him was not confidential. I
went to him as a newspaper reporter for the

nnd express purpose of securing an
Interview. There was no hint of con-
fidences. He knows I am friendly to him.
As I lieiicvo and have frequently declared
ho Is one of the few commanders of the Ameri-
can nrniy whoso joints do not croak with gar
rison rust and whoso brain works beyond the
narrow confines of official red tape.

"lu this instance, however, no question of
veracity need ariso. Oen. Miles himself, evon
if ho so desired, could not ooncoal tho proof of
all ho said. It Is written In the records of tho War
Department and it only needs n clearing awny
of inconsequont mutter to toll tho slory clearly
and in full. It would not havo waited for him to
tell It. He has simply precipitated tho avalanche
which was already moving. Who will beburlod
under It Is hard to say. but the Secretary of
War. Russell A. Alger, Is the man nearest to Its
path.

"Gon. Shaffer Is now lost sight of. for ho
finds refuge in his creator. Alger. Shaffer has
become merely an Incident."

"Qen. Miles In his interview with me makes
several distinct statements, oao to tho effect
that ho was commanding Oeneral of all tho
American armies, first, last, nnd all the tlmo,
in Washington!, in Tampa, in Cuba, in Porto
Bico, or anywhero else ho might be.

" He charged Gon. (Whin with sending a
despatch to Gon. Shatter contrary to this." Ho charged the War Department with mu-

tilating and even suppressing port or thowhole
of certain messages in their transmission to
the public, thus putting him and his relations
to the army in false light tothe people at homo.

"He charged thai his recommendations inregard to movingthe troops from Santiago wero
disregarded, this disregard leading to grave
consequences. Ho recllod tho fact that Gen.
Shatter disobeyed orders in occupying fevor-inlecte- d

houses nnd allowing Cuban refugoos
to mix with the American troops. Finally he as-
serted that Washington allowed tho plansof his
Porto Bico campaign to leak out to such an
extent as to render them tisoless and dangerous.
M These charges are the sum and substance
of his interviews. It needs only tho official
records of tho War Department to show eaoh
and every one of these charges to bo truth nndto throw much additional light on the situa-
tion."

Mr. Whelpley follows this with official de-
spatches from Shatter which led Miles to go
to Cuba; Alger to Miles, proving that
Miles was in command; Shatter to Miles,
telling him he had been Informed ho was not
to be superseded, and Miles to Shaffer, tolling
the latter that Miles was in supremo command!
